BOYNE CITY — A 
young woman casually 
pushes a toddler in a stroller 
down the new sidewalk 
along the Boyne River, stop- 
ping at one end of Old City 
Park to play with her daugh- 
ter on the playground. The 
river flows softly and peace- 
fully nearby, the water tran- 
quil alongside its newly re- 
stored banks of rocks, young 
flowers and grasses. 

The scene would not be so 
idyllic had it not been for the 
initiative of Friends of the 
Boyne River and project 
chairwoman, Nancy 
Cunningham, to restore and 
stabilize the river’s banks. 

FOBR volunteers have 
transformed what had been 
a health concern for the 
Boyne-River ecosystem and 
an increasingly unlikely rec- 
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reational site, into a place 
that is beneficial to not only 
wildlife, but also to the 
people and businesses of 
Boyne City. The bank ero- 
sion of the Boyne River had 
been a concern for several 
years, but until 2005, the 
problem remained unad- 
dressed. 

“The city talked about it 
being a problem for a long 
time,” Cunningham said. 

Not wanting to wait any 
longer for the city to take the 
reins, the FOBR began 
plans and fundraising efforts 
to control the erosion, sta- 
bilize the banks, and beau- 
tify the park. Aiming first to 
address the ecosystem 
health of the river, FOBR 
consulted with the Tip of the 
Mitt Watershed Council that 
had monitored the river and 
found lowered numbers of 
insects and salmon over the 
years. With Tip of the Mitt’s 


guidance, as well as that of 
other environmental organi- 
zations, they formed plans, 
culminating in a 
groundbreaking. ceremony 
this year on July 9. The re- 
sult is a much more pedes- 
trian, fisherman, and wild- 
life-friendly riverbank. 
The project, funded by 
approximately $60,000 of 
private donations and grants, 
extends 420 feet and utilizes 
largely native plants to keep 
the soil of the banks in place. 
The native plants can grow 
without fertilization or irri- 
gation and were carefully 
selected for root depth and 
range as well as for their 
beauty. By holding the soil 
in place, these plants prevent 
rainwater and pedestrian 
traffic from washing the soil 


_intothe river. In addition, the 


plants already displaying 


touches of bright pink and

“I worked at Big 
Rock Point and a lot of 
co-workers had motor- 
cycles and they got me 
into it.” 

Women have been 
riding motorcycles. for 
some time. Jane Shaw, . 
grandmother of one of 
this year’s participants, 
began riding in the 
1930s on a Harley 
Davidson purchased by 
her brother, Pete. 

“My brother was a 
patient teacher,” Shaw 
writes in a memoir. 
“Soon I was riding that 
Harley across corn 
fields, down dirt roads, 
across streams and up 
hills.” 

Shaw joined up with 
other enthusiasts and 
wrote about the times 
they had. 

“We were not a sanc- 
tioned club. We had no 
by-laws to follow or 
dues to pay.

‘colors’ which we wore. 
proudly. Our .‘road 
shirts’ which were dark 
satin with our names 
embroidered on them 
were reserved for spe- 
cial occasions or events. 
Our light-colored club 
shirts were for everyday 
riding. Instead of hel- 
mets we wore leather 
aviator caps complete 
with goggles. 

“On our rides we 
were led by our road

captain with a ‘trouble 
shooter’ at the rear of the 
pack. Back then it was 
all about the riding,” 
Shaw said. 

“T am now approach- 
ing my 90th birthday 
and my fondness for the 
motorcycle has not 
waned. I can remember, 
in detail, the good times 
I shared with my fellow 
riders and I have even 
given some thought to 
setting aside money 
from my, monthly social 
security checks to pur- 
chase a trike but after 
grocery and rent there’s 
not much left.” 

Shaw’s daughter and 
granddaughter both own 
Harley’s. —

CHARLEVOIX — Robin Berry and Nathan 
Bates performed in Charlevoix on Sunday as part 
of the Black Cat Concert Series.

South Arm Twp. neighbors 
call for traffic study

SOUTH ARM TWP. 
- A traffic study will be 
conducted at the site of 
a proposed driveway for 
gravel pit trucks enter- 
ing and exiting, because 
of an outcry by neigh- 
boring residents. ; 

Neighbors United, a 
group formed because 
of concern for the loca- 
tion of the gravel pit and 
its driveway, submitted 
a petition to the 
Charlevoix County 
Road Commission with 
198 signatures asking 
for the study. The peti- 
tion requests that the 
Michigan State Police 
conduct the study and 
that it look at sight dis- 
tance, speed, and safety. 

The South Arm 
Township board sup- 
ports the study. The 
township planning com- 
mission board approved 
a special use permit for 
the gravel pit on July 17. 

Ellis Boal represents 
Neighbors United. 

“In granting the per- 
mit, the planning com- 
mission voted to allow 
MDC (Manthei Devel- 
opment Corporation) up 
to 18 trips a day for 20 
years between the hours 
of 7 a.m. and 6 p.m. The 
peak season lasts from 
late April to early De- 
cember,” Boal said. 


The East Jordan 
school bus supervisor 
submitted a letter to the 
planning commission 
stating that the bus in the 
area of concern trans- 
ports students from 6:50 
a.m. to 7:45 a.m. and 
from 3:15 p.m. to 4:10 
p.m., an overlap of al- 
most two hours, Boal 
said. 

The gravel pit owned 
by Manthei Develop- 
ment Corporation is lo- 
cated at the Ranney and 
Ellsworth roads inter- 
section in between two 
hills. 

Residents fear acci- 
dents in the area with 
school buses and cars 
coming over the hills 
and slow-moving trucks 
pulling out of the drive- 
way. 

Mark Manthei of 
Manthei Development 
Corporation said the 
business has exceeded 
county road commis- 
sion requirements. 

“We believe the plan 
balances safety and en- 
vironmental resources,” 
Manthei said. “We’ve 
met all of the require- 
ments to the best of our 
ability.” 

Anyone living in an 
agricultural district 
should understand con- 
ditions if they choose to 
live there, he said. 

Use of the gravel pit 
will be intermittent, 


Manthei said, and he 
expects to take a few 
loads a day. 
Charlevoix County 
Sheriff George  T. 
Lasater supports the 
traffic study. He said he 
has made two recom- 
mendations to South 


Arm Township. One is 
that no trucks enter or 
exit the gravel pit dur- 
ing hours that conflict 
with school buses. The 
other recommendation 
is that a lane be con- 
structed for slow-mov- 
ing trucks.

EDITORIAL 


The citizens’ 
right to know 


A sizable number of local government representatives attended a 
recent session on the Open Meetings Act and the Freedom of 
Information Act to learn about these laws. that are critical to democ- 
racy. 

The Northwest Michigan Council of Soeinients hosted the 
session attended by representatives of Charlevoix county, cities, 
townships and others. 

Language from Michigan’s Open Meetings Act, Public Act No. 
267 of 1976, states that it was adopted by the state Legislature to 
strengthen the right of all Michigan citizens to know what goes on in 
government by requiring public bodies to conduct nearly all business 
at open meetings. 

The law applies to the state Legislature, all cities, villages, 
townships, charter townships and county government. It also 
includes school districts, colleges and universities, public hospitals, 
road commissions, health boards and zoning boards. 

The Open Meetings Act spells out the rights of citizens under the 
law. For instance, within 10 days of the first meeting of a public 
body in each calendar or fiscal year, the body must publicly post a 
list stating the dates, times and places of all its regular meetings. For 
special and irregular meetings, public bodies must post a notice at 
least 18 hours before the meetings. 

Any citizen may request that public bodies put them on a mailing 
list so that they are notified in advance of all meetings. A reasonable 
fee may be charged to cover the cost of printing and postage. 

Minutes must be kept for all meetings and are required to contain 
the time, date and place of the meeting, the members present and 
absent, a record of any decisions made, a record of all roll call 

’ votes, and an explanation for the purpose if the meeting is a closed 
session. All minutes are open for public inspection. Proposed 
minutes must be available for public inspection within eight 
business days after a meeting. Approved minutes must be available 
within five business days after the meeting at which they were. 
approved. , 

The law provides for closed meetings in a féw specified circum- 
stances. Some reasons are consideration of the purchase or lease of 
real property by a public body, legal consultation with its attorney in 
pending litigation under certain circumstances, or review of an 
employment application when the candidate requests confidentiality. 

Michigan’s Freedom of Information Act regulates and sets 
requirements for the disclosure of public records. 

All state agencies, county and other local governments, school 
boards, other boards, departments, commissions, councils, and 
public colleges and universities are covered. FOIA does not apply to 

the judicial branch or to legislators. Any program primiasily funded 

‘by the state or local authority is also covered. - 

Records that come under the FOIA include working papers and _ 
research material, minutes of open and closed meetings, officials’ 
voting records, staff manuals and final orders or decisions in 
contested cases. 

. The act applies to records whether handwritten, typed, printed, 

. photographed, photocopied and every other means of recording. It 

does not include computer software. 

A public body may withhold from disclosure certain records, such 
as information about an individual’s private affairs, if their right to 
have the information protected from public scrutiny is greater than 
the public’s right to the information. 

Investigating records compiled for law enforcement purposes may 
be.withheld under certain conditions. Also attorney-client privileged 
information, appraisals of real property to be acquired by a public 
body and medical counseling that would reveal an individual’s 
identity. 

The public body must respond to a request for a public record not 
more than five business days after receiving the request. The time 
may be extended by up to 10 days under unusual circumstances. 

More information and the text of the Open Meetings Act and the 
Freedom of Information Act may be obtained on the Michigan 
Legislature website. Exercise your rights.

Naturally, most fans 
notice the performance 
of the goaltender on de- 
fense and forwards on 
offense, but the real 
backbone of any team is 
the midfielders on de- 
fense.

for Ramblers 

Using football anal- 
ogy, just like a running 
back needs a good offen- 
sive line in front of him 


opening the holes for 


him to run through, the 
forwards on a soccer 
team aren’t going to do 
much’ without the 
midfielders getting them 
the ball. 

That requires accurate 
and timely passing to 
take advantage of their 
speed, and then the for- 
wards need to follow it 
up by finishing the at- 
tack. , 

“Some people might 
say the running back has 
the most important posi- 
tion in football, but if he 
doesn’t have the line to 
block for him, he’s not 
going anywhere,” Baic 
said. 

“It’s the same way in 
soccer. If you don’t have 
the defense that can limit 
the opponent goal shots, 


it doesn’t matter how 
good your goalie is ... 
he’s going to get scored 
on. 

“And, if you don’t 
have midfielders that can 
feed the ball at the right 
time, to the right place to 
the forwards, they’re not 
going to score. You’re 
not going to out-dribble 
11 guys (on the defense). 


“So, it really is.so - 


much of a team sport. 
You also.need fast de- 
fenders that can keep up 
with the other team’s fast 
forwards. If you have 
speed, you have a chance 
to be better. If you don’t 
have it, you better com- 
pensate by playing 
smarter.” 

. The defense’s job is to 
funnel opponent’s shots 
to the goalie, who is ex- 
pected to make the saves. 

When there’s a break- 
down where the offense 
can choose wherever it 


“wants to shoot, and 
move the ball, it signals . 


big time trouble. 

No goalie is capable of 
stopping every shot, all 
the time. Especially in 
high school. 

Boyne City has its 
starting and backup goal- 
ies coming back from 
last year in junior Mike 
Fox and senior Ryan 
Kasper, respectively. 
Kasper took over in the 
district tournament when 
Fox had to sit out, and 
he’s been practicing on 
his own all summer. 

“Kasper performed 
well (in the district). It’ll 
be a good one-two (com- 
bination) where we have 
more than one goalie ca- 
pable of playing,” Baic 
said.
